THIS IS MUCH like old times. Rieve rightly 
says in his statement that such strikebreaking ac- 
tion by the government “is the logical outgrowth 
of the Taft-Hartley Act and the atmosphere it Has 
created.” It is to be hoped that all labor will 
really become aroused over the situation in Morris- 
town, Tenn., and make its voice heard loudly and 
vieeroney’ It is to be hoped that the CIO of 
which Rieve's union is a part, will get at least 
as excited about Enka as it is about the phony 
issue of “Communism.” In Morristown we are 
only getting a preview of things to come for 
other parts of the country, 

But while we are on the subject of strike- 
breaking, it would be good if Mr. Rieve would 
explain why his own union has engaged in break- 
ing a strike that was just as hard-fought and came 
up against similar terror of special deputies for 
niné long months in Gloversville, N. Y.? Is it .
